To the heirs of (Jeorge W. Harris
and Mary A. Harris Jackson coun-
ty, y.lH(2, for farming implements
cattle and horses stolen by the
Rogue river Indians in 1855. This
is the Clcorge W. Harris who was
murdered, and while dying in a
barricaded house on the Oregon and
California overland road Instructed
his wife how to keep the assembled
Indians at bay with her ritle until
rescuers appeared. For Oreen Ar-

nold of Lagrande, Or., $7G0O for
property destroyed in Washington
Territory during tlio hostilities of
185r-5(- l, and which the Interior De-

partment also found due. For V. C.

Bchutz of Jacksonville, Or., $105 for
projH'rty destroyed by tliu Rogue
river Indians during tlio war of
l&Vi-r(- l. For Abel Morrison, of
MathctiH count v. Ml!):, for dwelling
and barn destroyed by the hostile
Ptiyalhip Indians in Washington
Territory in 1855. For Hardy Ellltr,
of Douglas county, Or., $1715 for
cattle and other stock driven oil'
and killed, and for hay, oatM and
fencing destroyed by Rogue River
and Cow Creek Indians in 1855. For
J. Northup & Urothers, of Los An-irel- cs

county. Oil.. $5450 for horses
eattleand driven oll'and property de
stroyed by tho hostile nogue Klvcr
Indians in 1855. This claim lias
heretofoto been allowed by the In-

terior Department. For Joseph Rus-

sell, of Coos county, Or., M!!10 for
property destroyed by tho Cow
Creek and ITmpqua Indians in 1855-5(- 1.

For Mrs. Kate Hatton.of Llnk- -

ville, Or., $l0 for property carried
oil' and destroyed by tho Mendocino
Indians during tho buttle of tho
I.ava Reds In Klamath county, Or.,
In 187i2. For P. C. Davis, of Daker
county, Or., $500 for property do
stroyed liy tho Pltttes and llannnck
Indians in the hostilities of 1878 in
Kastern Oregon. TIiIh claim was
allowed and recommended for pay-
